JAMES CLOPTON IS DEAD 


W illis P. King, an editorial, feature* 
and humorous writer for the Kansas 
City Post, died at his home there at 
3 o’clock this morning of apoplexy, 
aced 47 years, making 
the 
fourth 
death in the family in the past three 
years, his father, mother and a sister 


having preceded him. 
The news of Mr. King’s death came 
at 7 o’clock this morning in a tele­ 
phone message from his brother, Em ­ 
mett King, to Mrs. Henry V. Deist, a 
warm personal friend of the fam ily of 
l univ years’ standing. 
W illis performed his usual duties 
at the Post office yesterday and was 
in splendid health. 
There was com­ 
pany at the King home last evening 
and W illis sat up until nearly mid­ 
night laughing and talking with the 
guests. 
He then refired, with not a 
premonition that the final summons 
was only three hours distant. 
At 3 o’clock tliis morning Mrs. A r­ 
nold. an aunt, who keeps house for 
the King boys, 
was 
awakened 
by 
bearing an unusual noise near the 
apartment occupied by W illis, as if 
some one had fallen. 
She hastened 
to investigate and found W illis in tin* 
throes of death. 
Medical aid availed 
naught. 
Besides his aunt, Mr. King leaves 
a son. Spencer. 17 years old, and two 
brothers, Emmett, an employe of the 
city, and Albert, a reporter for the 
Kansas City Journal. 
W illis 
King 
was

sourian. 
He left here some twenty 
years ago with the fam ily of his fa­ 
ther. Dr. W illis P. King. Sr., tor K an­ 
sas City, and had resided there con­ 
tinuously since.

With startling clearness the speak­ 
er pointed out that his text meant 
nothing 
less 
than it said, namely, 
that the resurrection of Jesus was 
the very first resurrection—that no 
one had previously been raised from 
the dead. 
He led ids hearers back to 
Eden and let them hear the divine 
words respecting tho penalty for sin 
—“Dying .thou shalt die.” 
He gave 
them the further formula 
of 
Jeho­ 
vah's curse, or sentence, in the words 
addressed to Adam after lie had been 
cast out of Ellen: 
“In the sweat of 
thy face shalt thou eat bread, till thou 
return unto the ground; for out of it 
thou wast taken; for dust thou art, 
and unto dust thou shalt return.”— 
Genesis 3:17-19. 
The pastor showed that this dying 
process operated in Father Adam for 
nine hundred and thirty years before 
its action was completed; that Ad­ 
am ’s children, 
the 
human 
family, 
never were in the same perfection as 
Adam—in the image 
of 
God—that 
they were born on a lower plane, and 
were fallen at the time of birth. 
He 
quoted from the Psalms: “Behold. I 
was shapen in iniquity, and in sin did 
my mother conceive 
me.” 
(Psalm 
71:5.) 
This, he said, agreed exactly 
with the New* Testament statement, 
‘‘Death passed upon all men because 
all are sinners;” and again, “There 
is none righteous I perfect I, no, not 
one”—all “come short of the glory 
of God.”—Romans 5; 12; 3:12, 23. 
Next, the pastor pointed out the 
meaning 
of 
the word resurrection. 
which in the Greek is anastasis. 
It 
means, he said, not merely an awak­ 
ening from the sleep of death, but a 
raising up again. 
The word again 
signifies a raising to a former stand­ 
ard—the one from which they fell— 
the image and likeness of God, which 
none of Adam's children have fully 
nossessed, because he lost it.

St. Peter declares that it was not 
possible for Jesus to be holden of 
death. 
(Acts 2:21.) 
No 
cause 
of 
death was found in Him. 
He delight­ 
ed to do tin’ Heavenly Father’s will, 
It was the Father’s will that .Testis 
should demonstrate His loyalty and 
obedience unto death, “even the pen­ 
alty of the cross.” 
But this did no* 
interfere with tho original promise of 
life 
everlasting 
to 
the 
obedient. 
Hence it was not possible for .Testis 
♦o remain under the power of death, 
as it is not possible for God to change 
His great purpose or to violate his 
agreement. 
Hence the Apostle says 
that God raised Jesus from the dead 
on the third day. 
Jesus was perfect 
on 
the 
spirit 
plane, before He humbled Himself to 
exchange the spirit nature for the 
human, to become man’s Redeemer. 
He never forfeited His right to life. 
He merely laid it down in loyalty to 
the Father's will. 
Since Ho was un- 
fallen, His resurrection would mean 
His resuscitation in perfection. 
But 
it was not God’s will that He should 
come back to perfection in human na­ 
ture.
